It is quite easy to get supplies from London 
and I shall arrange to secure a few pounds and to 
deliver them to her as soon as possible. 


2. Incidentally, I may mention that I have been 
supplying Frau Schenkl several pounds of tea from time 
to time, sometimes on her request, sometimes on my 
own as gift. Though she has accepted my presents 

of tea, as well as English cigarettes, which she 
litt.es, she is very touchy and accepts only small 
quantities. About two weeks ago, our Ambassador, 

Mr. Aaaf All, sent her through me a packet of tea 
(1 lb.) from Berne, which I duly delivered to her. 
Therefore, I wonder whether it will be necessary 
for gift parcels being sent from India. I shall see 
that about 1 lb. of tea per month, which I understand is 
her requirement, is supplied to her from London. If 
I may ©ay so. the question of gifts or presents to 
Frau Schenkl (Mrs. Bose) has to be handled very care- 
fully as she reacts unfavourably to any suggestion of 
gifts or presents from sources not very well known 
to her personally.

When I had gone to Vienna I had seen Fraulein 
Schenkl. She is working in the Telephone Department and 
for the moment she is satisfied with her work. I shall 
try and find her an employment with better remunerations* 
She has not asked for work in our legation and I feel that 
it would not be wise to suggest it to her. Her salary is 
not large and conditions in Vienna are difficult and some 
help would certainly be welcome to her. She is a self- 
respecting person and she tries to make two ends meet, I 
shall, however , make the necessary enquiries and would let 
you know as to what is the reasonable amount that should 
be paid to her. When I was last there Madhuri had bought 
for the child some dresses and other things which would 
be useful to her. I have been sending them help in this 
form sine© quit© some time. However, her main worry is 
a very different one, 3he has no relations and she is 
the only person who could look after the child and she is 
naturally worried as to what would happen to the child in 
case something were to happen to her.

Note on Discussions with Director Richter 
Regarding: Frau Schenkl . 


Director Richter of the Internationale Schadens-und- 
Unfallversicherung (7 Tegethofstrasse, Vienna I) called on 
me this morning at 11:36 hours. This w as a return call as 
I had called on him earlier on 11th January. 

Director Richter was a friend of Netaji Subhas Chandra 
Bose and the discussions turned on his activities in 
Europe, Sri A. C .N. Nambiar and the activities of the IRA. 
Towards the close of the conversation Director Richter 
mentioned that he had been in touch with Frau Schenkl and 
that his wife knew her fairly well. 

During the discussions, he disclosed that he knew that 
Frau Schenkl was not married to Netaji. All that he could 
say was that they were very good friends and he was 
almost certain that the child was that of Netaji. Director 
Richter had the impression that it was Hetaji’s intention 
to marry her after the war, but he had never mentioned that 
to anyone. Frau Schenkl, however, had a letter in her 
possession written in Bengalee addressed to his brother 
which had to be produced only in case he lijas dead. Director 
Richter understood that photo copies of this letter were 
sent by Frau Schenkl to Sri Sarat Bose through a common 
friend, copies of which, however, also reached the hands 
of Sjt Pandit Nehru and Sardar Patel. 

Director Richter had discussed this case with Sri 
Nambiar who was opposed to her employment with the Indian 
Legation for certain reasons. Sri Nambiar’ s proposal 
was that Sjt Sarat Bose must provide for the child somehow. 
Director Richter sympathises with Frau Schenkl, considered 
her intelligent and respectable. She was devoted to her 
mother and was opposed to living in India. She was in 
straightened circumstances and would appreciate financial 
assistance. She is too proud to ask. Director Richter 
considered that discrett pressure should be brought to 
bear on Sri Sarat Bose to make a lump allotment or the 
Government of India must make some provision from the 
Consular Fund. 

he was also of the opinion that it would be undesirable 
to have her on the staff of the Indian Legation in Vienna, 
in view of her delicate relationship with Netaji.

Since my arrival here I have visited Mrs.Schenkl 
at her home on three occasions and have also invited 
her to our Legation. On these occasions I conveyed 
Yo ir Excellency's greetings to this lady and Sri 
Narayanan also handed over the presents which he carried 
from Berne. I have promised Mrs.Schenkl our full 
assistance whenever needed. 

I understand that she has also been in correspondence 
with Your Excellency. 

After meeting this lady and having heard her 
accounts, I feel that her case needs very careful 
handling. The question of extending nationality conce- 
ssions to the child appears to me to be an extremely 
del' cate consular matter. While therefore we shall 
extend every courtesy and assistance personally, 

I am reluctant, pending your advice in the matter, to 
extend any official or even unofficial recognition 
to the claims so far orally put forward by this lady. 

I am writing this letter to you afte r a great deal 
of hesitance. But as it is my duty to keep you 
informed on all matters of importance, I iave venturedto 
put my thoughts in writing. I am sure you are aware of all 
the facts of this case; nevertheless, I have called for 
the papers relating to Mrs.Schenkl, some of it I have 
seen in Berlin. These will be submitted to you as soon 
as they are received. 

Perhaps it may be possible for you to discuss 
this matter further when you visit Vienna.
